“T have offered this flour to the government, but with- 
out fuccefs; they fay they can buy any quantity of their 
own flour at go livres per fack, of geolb. French weighr, 
whether this fupply will be fufficient for any leugih of 
time I cannot pretend to fay; I cannot however get any 
offer, therefore I fhall not refule the firft that wiil fave 
from a lofs. It will no doubt appear furprifing to you, as 
well as to every one here, that this fhould be the cafe, nor 
lefs afionifhing has been the conduét of the government in 
the purchafe6f this article, for immediately after their har- 
veft, and until within a month or fix weeks paft every car- 
g° of flour that arrived was bought for them at 120 livres 
per barrel, it was therefore natural to conclude from this 
mode of procedure that if the wants of the nation were fo 
perfling at the moment of their ha:veft, they would be {till 
§reater in the courfe of afew months; their policy herein 
has been that very favorable accounts of this market might 
be fent to America with advice to fhip for this country, 
they now-conclude that before direétion ofa dfferent tenor 
can get to America, that the fhipments will be made. I 
am told that a {mall cargo has been fold at Rouen, deliver 
ed there at 95 livres, from which muft be deduéted at 
leaft 2 livres for expence aud rifk of fending up the Seine. 

“* Had it been in my power to have fent the cargo far-

i 7 HY, my friend, do you urge me to tepeat 
\ my griefs? Why, my Emerance, do you 
bid me remember I was unhappy? ‘Thy virtuous 
and tranquil foul, thy heart yet umpractijed in 
the cruel agitations of love, can they pardon my 
tears?

In the midit of thofe fires which were kindled by 
the difcord and jealeufy of our families, Love 
lighted his torch, and triumphed. He undertook 
to unite two hearts, which feemed to have been 
doomed to eternal feparation. 

It was by chance that young Valfain and I be- 
came firft acquainted. From the firft interview,

meeteach other. Valfain, at my feet, hafted to 
declare me miftrefs of his heart.
